O Three members jump ship from AHS 
board in protest of Duckett’s dismissal O Chris Eagle 
appointed to take over from Duckett in the interim 


A total of three members of the Alberta 
Health Services board have resigned in the 
wake of the dismissal of CEO Stephen 
Duckett. 

Health Minister Gene Zwozdesky said 
Duckett no longer had the credibility to 
lead Alberta Health Services, an arm’s- 
length body responsible for the day-to-day 
operation of health care. 

Days earlier, Duckett waved off 
reporters who were trying to question him 
after a meeting on emergency wait times, 
saying he was too busy eating a cookie. 

Tony Franceschini, Gord Bontje and Lin¬ 
da Hohol have all stepped down from the 
board to protest Duckett’s removal from 
the job. 

“We need to judge his performance, not 
his behaviour with the cookie,” said Bont¬ 
je. He also said Zwozdesky should not have 
weighed in on the decision to get rid of 


“I believe in the principle 
of board independence. 

This principle has been 
compromised so I have 
chosen to resign.” 

FORMER AHS BOARD MEMBER TONY FRANCESCHINI 

Duckett. “He can state his opinion, but I 
don’t think he had any business whatsoev¬ 
er contacting the board. Totally 
inappropriate.” 

He said Duckett was heading in the 
right direction and he wasn’t given 
enough time to do his job. 

Hohol, a member of the board from Cal¬ 
gary, said Duckett's departure is “the 
unfortunate consequence of an 
environment which will limit any CEO or 
board’s chances for success.”

Funding options brought 
forward to city council on 
Friday will determine 
whether or not the Ed¬ 
monton Indy will roar 
back to life.

Postal workers 
seek OT relief 


Postal workers went door 
to door in a west end neigh¬ 
bourhood Wednesday 
evening, raising awareness 
about what they say are 
problems affecting both 
workers and Canada Post 
customers. 

Forced overtime because 
of a lack of relief carriers is 
an issue, said Bev Ray, Ed¬ 
monton president of the 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers. 

“Now customers don’t 
expect to get (their) mail in 
a timely manner,” she said, 
adding that mail is some¬ 
times not delivered until 9 
p.m., or not at all. “And 
none of this has translated 
into improving customer 
service, none of it (has) 
translated into providing 
enough jobs to get the job 
done.” 

Canada Post said there is 
eveiy effort to deliver mail

between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. 
but if a carrier works over¬ 
time, mail may be later 
than usual. 

“Our carriers work really 
hard to make sure that all 
the mail gets out,” said 
Teresa Williams, a 
spokesperson for Canada 
Post. 

Most overtime is volun¬ 
teered for, said Williams, 
and only 1.5 per cent of 
time worked is compulsoiy 
overtime, which is part of 
the collective agreement.

City officials unveiled the 
concept plans for the fu¬ 
ture Southeast and West 
LRT lines on Thursday. 

“Our team is planning 
new LRT lines that are com¬ 
pletely different from what 
Edmontonians are used to,” 
said Bob Boutilier, general 
manager of transportation 
for the city. 

The lines, which will use 
new low-floor vehicles, will 
be a part of one long, 27- 
stop route spanning from 
Lewis Estates to Downtown 
to Mill Woods Town Centre. 

There will be a down¬ 
town connector station 
where passengers may dis¬ 
embark from the new “ur¬ 
ban-type” line and transfer 
onto the existing “subur¬ 
ban-style” Clairview-Centu- 
ry Parle line. 

He added the city knows 
it needs to get moving on 
the next phase of this de¬ 
sign project right away. 

Details of the downtown 
surface line are to be an¬ 
nounced in early Decem¬ 
ber. The routes were 
planned to hit key activity 
centers throughout town, 
while 100,000 additional

daily boardings are expect¬ 
ed along the joined lines, a 
trek across which is esti¬ 
mated at around 50 min¬ 
utes, 25 minutes from 
downtown, both ways. 

NAIT student Nigel 
Ethan is excited for the two 
planned LRT lines, and the 
third one is already slated 
to reach his campus by 
2014. He grew up in Mill 
Woods and recently moved 
to an apartment near the 
Century Park station. 

“Had these lines been 
around sooner, it would 
have helped me to discover 
the city,” he said. “I would 
have loved to have done my 
holiday shopping at West 
Edmonton Mall and then 
been able to go home to 
Mill Woods without once 
having to get out of my 
seat.”

So let me get this 
straight: Not caring 
enough about the pa¬ 
tients’ comfort and 
potentially endanger¬ 
ing lives via long 
emergency-room wait 
times is something 
the Alberta 
government can let 
slide. 


B ut enjoying a 
cookie on a 
YouTube video 
and sending a 
criticism-filled 
email are 

offences that will get you 
fired? Fired quicker than... 
than... well, certainly 
quicker than an ER wait. 

We all know our health¬ 
care system needs improve¬ 
ment, but I can’t help but 
wony about it when I see 
such priorities so clearly 
backwards. 

Let’s start with Stephen 
Duckett’s “resignation” as 
CEO of Alberta Health Serv¬ 
ices. How will Duckett’s de¬ 
parture help improve ER 
wait times? I’m guessing if 
we took a time from last 
week and compare it to the 
length of a wait next week, 
the numbers will pretty 
much be the same. 

So what does letting him 
go accomplish? 

It reminds me of the Al¬ 
berta government’s master 
plan to improve the image 
of the oilsands. Instead of 
investing in helping oil 
companies’ improve their 


technology to better protect 
the environment or 
creating incentives for 
these companies to tackle 
this task faster, the govern¬ 
ment chose to spend $25 
million on a public- 
relations campaign, which 
included billboards in New 
York’s Times Square. 

We’re two years on since 
the announcement of this 
program and we’re still 
waiting for the never-to- 
come benefits of it. 

If you have a run-down 
house, you don’t just slap a 
new coat of paint on it and 
expect the water taps to 
suddenly work again. 

This fundamental misun¬ 
derstanding of the problem 
can be seen in Duckett’s de¬ 
parture, too. Instead of 
fighting a PR battle by part¬ 
ing ways with the CEO, why 
not just improve ER wait 
times? If the government 
were to do this, I guarantee 
no one would be remixing 
Duckett’s cookie comments 
for Internet giggles 
anymore. 

The same holds true for 
MLA Raj Sherman’s getting 


the boot from the PC 
caucus. Certainly the 
premier now has one less 
contrarian voice in the 
room, but how is this a 
good thing? In no way does 
Sherman’s ouster address a 
single one of his criticisms 
about the government’s 
handling of the ER-wait- 
time issue. Not to mention, 
why would you want fewer 
dissenting voices around 
you? Disagreement breeds 
innovation. The only thing 
surrounding yourself with 
yes-men has ever bred is 
delusion. 

With Duckett gone, AHS 
and the government will 
spend their time training 
the new guy or finding a re¬ 
placement or plotting how 
to navigate their newly cre¬ 
ated political minefield. 

In short, eveiything but 
addressing ER wait times. 

Ask Duckett or Sherman 
and they will tell you short¬ 
ening ER wait times won’t 
be an easy task, but at least 
they were trying, which is 
more than we can say for 
most anyone else at this 
point.

O B.C. education minister resigns 
to seek Liberal leadership 


Former education minister 
George Abbott believes 
he’s the best one to steer 
the B.C. Liberal govern¬ 
ment back toward public 
approval and he's aiming 
part of his campaign on a 
speedier resolution to the 
HST debate. 

The four-term politician 
resigned his seat as educa¬ 
tion minister Thursday to 
become the second candi¬ 
date in the race for Liberal 
leader and B.C. premier. 

Abbott said he'll imme¬ 
diately move up the date 
of a referendum over the 
much maligned harmo¬ 
nized sales tax so the issue 
can be dealt with once and 
for all. 

Instead of September 
2011, the vote would be 
held no later than June 24, 
he said. 

“If the HST is rejected 
by a simple majority, you'll 


see a new budget in the 
fall, laying out the plan to 
extinguish the HST,” Ab¬ 
bott told supporters. 

As leader, he said he 
would also review increas¬ 
ing the minimum wage, 
introduce new home reno¬ 
vation and health and 
wellness tax credits and 
continue to fund special 
policing teams targeting 
organized crime. 

The married father of 
three joins former eco¬ 
nomic development minis¬ 
ter Moira Stilwell in vying 
for the top political job in 
the province. 

Premier Gordon Camp¬ 
bell announced earlier this 
month that he will step 
down over his party's dis¬ 
astrous unveiling of HST. 
A new leader is scheduled 
to be chosen at a Feb. 26 
convention.

Calif, gang violence on the rise 


After a two-year calm, a 
notorious gang is again the 
focus of California police 
following a recent drive-by 
shooting that killed two 
and left three wounded, in¬ 
cluding a two-month-old 
baby boy. The Nov. 2 inci¬ 
dent was the latest in a 
spike of gang-related 
crime in the Coachella Val¬ 


ley, a crescent of desert 
about two hours southeast 
of Los Angeles that boasts 
world-class golf and coun¬ 
try clubs alongside scrappy 
migrant housing encamp¬ 
ments that feed its agricul¬ 
tural engine. 

Authorities have count¬ 
ed 19 homicides this year 
in the 45-mile-long (70- 


lcilometre-long) valley and 
a string of eight murders 
in Indio and Cathedral City 
in the past few months has 
police particularly on 
edge. In Cathedral City, a 
16-year-old mother was 
shot in the head as she 
showed off her newborn to 
friends. And in Indio, two 
men in costume were shot 


dead at a Halloween party. 

“We've had gang activi¬ 
ty like this in the past, but 
in the 26 years I've been 
here, I can't recall this 
many killings in this short 
a period of time,” said 
Daniel Wilham, the vice 
chairman of the Coachella 
Valley Gang Task Force.

The Soviet Union couldn’t 
win in Afghanistan, and 
now the United States is 
about to have something 
in common with that fu¬ 
tile campaign: nine years, 
50 days. 

On Friday, the U.S.-led 
coalition will have been 
fighting in the country for 
as long as the Soviets did 
in their humbling attempt 
to build up a socialist state. 

The two invasions had 
different goals — and dra¬ 
matically different body 
counts — but whether 


they have significantly dif¬ 
ferent outcomes remains 
to be seen. 

What started out as a 
quick war Oct. 7, 2001, by 
the United States and its 
allies to wipe out al-Qaida 
leader Osama bin Laden 
and the Taliban has in¬ 


stead turned into a long 
and slogging campaign. 

Now about 100,000 
NATO troops are fighting 
a burgeoning insurgency 
while trying to support 
and cultivate a nascent 
democracy.

Chocolate food fight

BELGIUM. There is no such 
thing as “pure chocolate,” 
the EU high court has 
ruled, ending an EU-Italy 
food fight over chocolate 
labels. The ruling by the 
Court of Justice of the Eu¬ 
ropean Union voided an 
Italian law that recognizes 
some delicacies as “pure 
chocolate.” 

The court said if a prod¬ 
uct is made from 100 per 
cent cocoa butter, that 
fact must be listed on the 
ingredients table only. It 
also said the EU’s 1999 
chocolate labelling rules 
make no room for a “pure 
chocolate” reference like 
the one Italy enacted. 

Once vegetable fats are 
included in the produc¬ 


tion of chocolate — a pop¬ 
ular practice in some EU 
nations, notably Britain — 
then the label must say, 
“contains vegetable fats in 
addition to cocoa butter,” 
the court said. 

The EU labelling rules 
took effect in 1999 after a 
lively debate pitting coun¬ 
tries like Britain — where 
chocolate usually contains 
vegetable fat substitutes 


— against purists like Bel¬ 
gium, Italy and others, 
where traditionalist choc¬ 
olate makers use only co¬ 
coa butter. 

The European Commis¬ 
sion had sued Italy, saying 
the EU law aims to inform 
consumers in a neutral 
way about the quality of 
chocolate on the basis of 
its ingredients. 
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Is it worth going 
south for holiday 
shopping?

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DRUGS PLAY STARRING ROLE IN THE MOVIES 


We’ve all heard those disclaimers at the end 
of pharmaceutical commercials: “May be 
harmful to humans if swallowed the most 
common side effects are temporary eyelid 
droop nausea decreased sweating avoid 
contact with skin.” Usually they sound like 
one long breathless sentence that seems 
scarier than the disease the drugs are meant 
to prevent. 


A new film. 
Love and 
Other Drugs, 
starring Jake 
Gyllenhaal 
and Anne 
Hathaway as a 
pharmaceutical salesman 
and the girl he loves 
respectively, forgoes the 
disclaimer. In what almost 
seems like a 90-minute ad 


for Viagra, it appeal's that 
the ding’s — Vitamin V. 
Jake calls it — only side ef¬ 
fect is that it works too 
well. It is the rare movie 
that uses a real brand 
name drug as a plot 
device. 

Even though the odd 
movie like Prozac Nation 
dares to name names, of¬ 
ten filmmakers use 


fictitious drugs to advance 
their stories (and avoid 
lawsuits from the notori¬ 
ously litigious Big 
Pharma). But even in fan¬ 
tasy side effects abound. 

Brain Candy, the 1996 
Kids in the Hall comedy, 
created a cure for depres¬ 
sion called GLeeMONEX 
that “makes you feel like 
it’s 72°F in your head all 
the time." Unfortunately 
the pill’s patients also turn 
into comatose zombies. 

David Cronenberg 
devised Ephemeral, a tran¬ 
quilizer used as a morning 
sickness remedy for his 
film Scanners. Side effects? 
Telekinetic and telepathic 
abilities. 

Later, in Naked Lunch, 
Cronenberg featured the 
more recreational drug 
Bug Powder, a yellow dust 
formally used by extermi¬ 
nators, informally by peo¬ 
ple looking to find a 
“literary high.” 

In Repo! The Genetic 
Opera, Paris Hilton’s char¬ 
acter Amber Sweet was ad¬ 
dicted to a blue, glowing 
opiate extracted from dead 
bodies called Zydrate. 

An alternative cinemat¬ 


ic painkiller is Novril, the 
pills that kept James Caan 
sedated in Misery. 

Filmmakers don’t just 
fictionalize pharmaceuti¬ 
cals, however. Plenty of 
recreational drugs get the 
Hollywood treatment. Re¬ 


member Space Coke from 
Cheech and Chong’s Next 
Movie? One snort was 
enough to send both 
Cheech and Chong literal¬ 
ly into outer space. 

A Clockwork Orange 
was chock-a-block with 


fake drugs; everything 
from Drencrom to the syn¬ 
thetic mescaline 
Synthemesc to Vellocet, 
which produced ultra-vio¬ 
lent tendencies and 
sudden outbursts of 
Singing in the Rain.

The hero, in a way, has 
renounced violence. Our 
heroine needs violence to 
conquer her demons. 

But the violence in this 
film, for me personally, it’s 
so exquisite, so beautiful to 
look at, that it loses its vio¬ 
lent impact. Unlike anoth¬ 
er film I did called the 
Proposition that was writ¬ 
ten by Nick Cave, which 
was very violent — a few 
people are killed in it. 

But this is on another 
level. It’s a ballet. It’s 
Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon. It has a beauty to 
it, which allows it to be 
quite accessible and ulti¬ 
mately not about violence 
but about love. 

Martial arts in the Old West 
is an interesting mix. 

I didn’t know quite how 
the ninjas, all of that was 
going to work. It at times 


confused me, to be quite 
honest. But it’s almost like 
an opera. 

There’s a silence that 
Kurosawa and Ford shared, 
in your protagonist not 
necessarily having to ex¬ 
press or emote his emo¬ 
tions, but for them to be 
contained. 

And Sergio Leone did 
the same thing, and I think 
our lead in this picture, our 
warrior, is extremely good 
at stillness and at being 
able to convey emotion 
without having to act it. 

Who would win in a fight, 
you or Kate? 

Kate’s pretty damn good. 
She’s veiy athletic, she’s 
quite a crafty little swords¬ 
man. 

I also felt a little brutish 
from time to time because 
I am so much bigger.

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Brody sues over salary

Danny Boyle’s first film 
since Slumdog Millionaire 
earned a reputation for 
shock on the festival cir¬ 
cuit where several audi¬ 
ence members were 
dragged from the theatre 
after fainting. A plot syn¬ 
opsis will explain why: the 
film is about the true stoiy 
of Aron Ralston, who in 
2003 was trapped in a 
canyon for 5 days and was 
forced cut off his own arm 
to survive. Yes, the film is 
a grisly recreation of that 
painful reality, but it’s also 
every bit as pulse-pound¬ 
ing and uplifting as Slum- 
dog. Frankly, it’s a better 
movie too. 

James Franco stars as 
Ralston and gives the best 
performance of his career, 
guiding the audience 
through the ordeal with a 
mixture of charm and raw 
emotion. Boyle does a re¬ 
markable job of keeping 
his one-man show tense 
and entertaining, using 
every directorial trick he’s 


compiled over the years 
and an unrelenting sound¬ 
track. 127 Hours is a re¬ 
markable work of survival 
horror with an inspira¬ 
tional bent and slick style 
that elevates it above most 
entries in that genre. Even 
if the concept seems in¬ 


timidating, it’s worth the 
grueling experience. Boyle 
and Franco’s work is so 
strong that even the most 
squeamish member of the 
audience will be cheering 
for that damn arm to 
come off.

Adrien Brody says he was 
reluctantly forced to sue 
the makers of a thriller 
film because they failed to 
pay his full salaiy. 

U.S. District Judge Dale S. 
Fischer on Monday blocked 
the sale or use of Brody’s 
likeness in Giallo until the 
Oscar winner’s remaining 
salaiy is paid. 

The judge noted in her 
ruling that the actor was 
likely to prevail in his $2 
million lawsuit against the 
filmmakers. 

“At no point did I ever 
wish to be involved in a le¬ 
gal dispute, but after over 
a year of attempting to re¬ 
solve this matter I was left 
with no other alternative,” 
Brody said in a statement. 

The actor sued Hannibal 
Pictures and U.K.-based Gi¬ 
allo Productions Ltd. in Oc¬ 
tober, shortly before Giallo 
went on sale in the U.S. 

In a sworn declaration, 
Brody claimed the film¬ 
makers lied to him about 
the movie’s financing and 
how much its Italian dis¬ 
tribution rights were 
worth. 

The picture was shot in 
2008 in Turin, Italy, and 
Brody is featured promi¬ 


nently on the DVD’s cover. 

Brody said he was grate¬ 
ful for the ruling. “I am 
greatly appreciative of the 
court’s ruling which pro¬ 
tects me, and shows sup¬ 
port for all artists who 
have been manipulated 
and taken advantage of by 
unscrupulous employers,” 
his statement said. 

According to the law¬ 
suit, he agreed to defer 
some of his salary pay¬ 
ments for Giallo after its 
producers informed him 
the film was having finan¬ 
cial problems. As a conces¬ 


sion, Brody was given the 
ability to withhold his 
likeness from the movie 
unless he was frilly paid, 
and he is still owed 
$640,000, according to the 
suit. 

His attorney, Evan 
Spiegel, said in a state¬ 
ment that the filmmakers 
“attempted to prey on Mr. 
Brody’s professionalism 
and generosity.” Spiegel 
said Brody agreed to defer 
his salaiy so that fellow ac¬ 
tors and the film’s crew 
could be paid.

You always hear about 
artistic differences be¬ 
tween artists and record 
labels, but if Cee-Lo Green 
knows anything, if you 
have the right song a label 
will back anything.

F or people 

whose liveli¬ 
hoods 
depend on 
selling CDs, 
this Black 
Friday comes in a bleak 
year.

Worlds (Acoustic), out to¬ 
day. It’s essentially a re¬ 
recording of My World 2.0 
and should do well after 
the Biebster’s showing on 
the American Music 
Awards last weekend. 

Tuesday, the Black Eyed 
Peas issue The Beginning, 
the follow-up to stupidly 
successful The E.N.D., the 
same day as new albums 
from Flo Rida and Soulja 
Boy hit shelves.

The goal — liberate cheese¬ 
cake from the dessert 
course. And it was easier 
than we thought. 

While rich, creamy 
cheesecake is a fine way to 
end the meal, we didn't 
think it had to be sweet to 
do so.
